Remembrance Day was fittingly 

observed at Grande Prairie last 

Friday and practically every seat was 

taken in the Capitol Theatre at the 

memorial services, which were also 
broadcast over the air. 

Rev. T. Dale Jones of Christ 
Church (Anglican) gave the address, 
taking for his text Nehemiah 2:4, 
“For the King said unto me: For what 
dost thou make _ request? So I 
prayed unto the God of Heaven.” 

“The story from which my text is 
taken depicts for us how a man al- 
though a captive in a strange land 
made an earnest request in prayer to 
God and his request was granted. 
His home, his kinsfolk, his country 
had been ravaged by the invader and 
it was his sincere wish that he be 
allowed to return to Jerusalem and 
rebuild her walls. 

“After an anxious time and many 
tribulations, he succeeded in arous- 
ing the people from their lethargy 
and they succeeded in their task. 
They said, ‘Let us arise and build,’ 
and so they strengthened their hands 
for this good work. 

“This great undertaking by an an- 
cient people has oftentimes been 
repeated and their prayer has gone 
up to the throne of grace over and 
over again. 


“And once again as the anniversary | (9,500 


of the closing of the world’s greatest 
conflict comes upon us our minds go 
back to the hopes and fears and 
prayers which were offered up on 
that first November 11, 1918. 

“Our fellowmen, brothers, fathers, 


had fought for their country on the | 


many battle fronts. Countless num- 
bers did not return, and as we re- 
member how the churches were 
packed to overflowing, a prayer was 
offered to God and a wish expressed 
that we would rebuild our lives, our 
homes, our country. We had hopes 
of wonderful things. What would 
our comrades say, those whose mem- 
ory and the sacrifice they made we

BEAVER LODGE, Nov. 12.—When 
people really cooperate to provide 
what they want, they are likely to 
obtain it. 

The community spirit that built 
here the first public school in the 
Grande Prairie district, that cut 
trails, that constructed a curling and 
rink by volunteer effort, 
for it the winter it was 
erected, the spirit that has just 
helped to push a pathfinder car 
through the Rockies, has been work- 
ing on a hospital enterprise. A year 
ago the western part of the Grande 
Prairie district put up $13,000 
money and value to provide itself! 
with an ll-bed hospital at Beaver 
Lodge. 

Subsequently denied the privilege 
of organizing a municipal hospital 
district to take over and operate its 
new institution, yet hoping to make 
temporary use of the plant as a sub- 
hospital for maternity cases, the 
sponsors were confronted with the 
problem of raising some $2,500 for 
sewage disposal, plumbing fixtures, 
and painting. 

Canvass brought in a few hundred 
dollars more cash, but money short- 
age due to poor crops and low prices 
rendered it impossible for very many

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OIL AT FORT NORMAN USED 
IN DIESEL ENGINES AS IT 
COMES FROM GROUND 


The following story appeared in a 
recent number of “Oil and Gas 
Journal,” printed at Tulsa, Okla- 
homa, possibly the most comprehen- 
sive oil magazine in the world: 

“CALGARY. Alberta.—Operations 
by Imperial Oil, Ltd., in the Fort 
Norman field in the North West Ter- 
ritories are being gradually extended 
to meet the steadily increasing de- 
mand of the Canadian North for 
petroleum products. Canoe and dog- 
train are being supplanted by air- 
plane and motor boat, and steam- 
and diesel-powered craft haul freight 
barges on the northern waterways 
during the short navigation season. 

“To meet the demand for petro- 
leum products, caches of oil and 
gasoline are placed at strategic points 
throughout the North. These sup- 
plies serve aviators, prospectors, 
traders and fishermen, as well as 
Eskimo and Indian hunters who are 
making increased use of power boats 

“At Fort Norman the Imperial wells 
are operated about 90 days in the 
summer. Unrefined crude is used to 
Grive diesel-powered units on boats 
and mining properties; and the re- 
fined product is widely used for 
heating and cooking throughout the 
North. With a maximum daily 
capacity around 350 bbls., the Fort 
Norman wells produced 5,053 bbls. in 
1935, increasing to 5,339 bbls. in 1936 
and 11,500 bbls. im 1937. During the 
summer months tank-barges carry 
oil on regular schedule to the 
Eldorado Mine on Great Bear Lake 
and across Great Slave Lake to the 
Gordon Lake and Yellowknife min- | 
ing areas. Last year an 8%-mile_ 
pipe line was laid to overcome the 
difficulty of portaging oil past the 
St. Charles Rapids on the Great Bear 
River. 

“Imperial Oil, Ltd., has a small re- 
finery in the old field below Fort’ 
Norman. So far, the wells drilled in 
1920 and subsequent years have 
proven sufficient to meet the de- 
mand. and no new drilling is fore- 
cast for the immediate future.” 

It is the opinion of geologists that 
the Bonanza field, in which the 
Guardian Oil Company, controlled by 
local capital, is drilling a well. is the 
centre of a great oil field of which 
the Fort Norman area is a part. 

It is expected that the oil in the 
Bonanza well which it is hoped to be 
reached at a depth of around 4,000 
feet will be of the unusual high 
quality as that at Fort Norman.

The condition of the 
loan will be that Bulgaria shall buy 
munitions to enable her to develop 
certain mineral deposits. Last year 
British parliament voted 80 millions 
as a loan to Turkey, 30 millions of 
which was used for armament. It is 
not possible for either of these coun- 
tries to have borrowed a nickel to 
increase production of food or better 
their homes. They readily vote a 
loan of this sort and proceed to bor- 
row it from private financiers. Then 
large orders are placed with private 
imanufacturers. This government 
loan, as all others, is paid by the tax- 
payers and finally becomes a debt 
iwhich the nation owes to the finan- 
lcier. The money so borrowed by 
foreign countries goes to the capi- y 
talists within that country, while the 
people pay interest to the private 
money-lender in Britain. And when 
the taxpayer of Bulgaria and Turkey 
|cannot pay the interest to the British 
lender, then the British taxpayer. 
must pay it to the private financier < 
on the same loan it made by extend- 
ing the national credit, also being 
borne by the taxpayer, mark you. Is 
it any wonder the taxpayer is poor, 
that debt is great and growing greater 
and the wealthy are still more 
wealthy? 


Then why Buch stubborn resistance 


to unity? It cannot be for the want 
of knowing how to unite and where- 
in is the difficulty. This confusion 
has gone on so far that we talk of 
secession for these provinces, Fas- 
cism is creeping in, and we refuse to 
help in war or until we can see an 
honest effort for peace. No govern- 
ment should attempt to stand unless 
it can secure two-thirds of its mem- 
bers’ confidence. 


We need dictators at least in the 


realm of economics only, with the 
political and cultural attempts freer, 
unless we are able to agree. Mr.

Monday, Sept. 19—I decided to stay

again hit the pack trail and 


started 
to follow it. Itjollowed a high hogs- 
back and curved and -twisted along 


its way. I had a feeling something 


was wrong, but I didn’t realize till I 


lost the trail once more and came 
out at my old camp. I had been 
going back instead of forward and 
had lost the trail the same place as 
the night before and had come out 
at the same place. Well, I can tell 
you that I went the right way when 
I again got back on the trail. I 

only gone a mile or so when I came 
to what I believed was the Herrick 
River but which turned out to be the 
Wee McGregor. From there on the 
trail was easy to follow and after 
crossing the east fork of the Moose 
River twice and the west fork once I 
arrived at Hobi’s cabin at about 
noon. A man by the name of Cook 
was there and made me welcome. I 
stayed with him that afternoon and 
built a raft, as I had decided to raft 
the Herrick and McGregor rivers to 
the Fraser, 56 miles away. The Her- 
rick is right at the door of Hobi's 


cabin, so hed at last reached that

,Composition was also greatly in- 
fluenced by the character of the 
season, wet seasons lowering the 
}percentage of calcium and raising 
jthe percentage of phosphorus, thus 
altering the calcium-phosphorus ra- 
tio, with its attendant effects on the 
| health of live stock. 


Autumn Moisture Supply Nowhere 
Ample 
| During the opening week of 
November, when the first real winter 
frosts were being felt, a series of 
moisture examinations were made 
|with an earth auger on the Beaver- 
jlodge Substation. There were 13 
soundings in sod, stubble and fallow 
lands. Though 10 holes were sunk 
jto a depth of 4% feet, the svil was 
}found in no instance to be plastic, 
as it is when reasonably moist. 

Old alfalfa lands were found dust- 
dry. At the bottom of a depression 
in a six-year-old meadow drilling 
became impossible at four feet owing 
to inability to clear the hole of the 
powdery soil. In a level area of a 


1933 brome-alfalfa field traces of | 


{moisture were noted from the one- 
j\foot level down, while in a 1934 
| brome sod the soil was likewise damp 
to 3% feet, after which a slight in- 
crease of moisture was observed. 


To illustrate the pumping action of 
our meadow crops, a check drilling 
|}was made 20 feet away in stubble 
land. This field had produced two 
crops of oats after one year’s fallow. 
The soil was moist enough in the 
|first foot and a half to permit com- 


| pression by the hand, while from | 


{there to 414 feet a fair supply was 
jnoted. Other soundings made in oat 
and wheat stubble gave like results. 

Summerfallow lands had the best 
|reserves, though even here the first 
one or two feet of exposed knolls was 
found only moderately supplied. At 
no location or depth could the mois- 
ture content be described as more 
than fair. 

Borings were made in _ winter 
wheat and in summer-seeded oats. 
The wheat had been sown on fallow 
August 13, about a week after some 
heavy showers. Germination was 
prompt and growth continued well 
into October. Over this period no 
appreciable precipitation occurred 
except on September 5 and 6, when 
|a slow, heavy rain of over two inches 
\fell. Though the auger showed that 
| fallow land adjoining the winter 
| wheat was moderately moist to 1% 
feet and rather more so from there 
to 4% feet, the wheat land had 
merely a trace of moisture to one 
foot, with some indication of deple- 
tion in the shallower subsoil strata. 

The oats had been drilled on June 
22 on a well-worked fallow. Al- 
though three-quarters of an inch of 
rain had fallen in the first week of 
that month, the surface soil was at 
time of seeding quite dry.

FARMERS MUST UNITE 


SKILL WITH SCIENCE 


In recent ~ears science has invaded 
almost every field of human endeavor. 
So gradual has been the pace of this 
change in direction of human efforts 
that we have scarcely realized the 
transition. New appliances and meth- 
ods are accepted and adopted quite as 
a matter of course. 

In the field of agriculture the agen- 
cies at work attacking the problems cf 
the farm scientifically are numerous 
and far reaching. But, says W. A 
McKenzie, soils chemist, Toronto, it is 
a fact that, in the application of sci- 
ence, agriculture is in a class by itself, 
because agriculture can never be a 
purely scientific pursuit, and no set f 
rules can be laid down to govern it. 
There is a lot of art in farming, and a 
good farmer, while using science t» 
aid him, is primarily an artist. Cattle 
and hogs today are fed on balanced 
diet studied out by research workers; 
but the farrner who successfully uses 
these ideas watches the progress of his 
stock with the seeing eye of the artist 
and knows by that peculiar sense just 
how this or that practice must be ad- 
justed to meet special needs. 

Among scientific services placed re- 
cently at the disposal of the farmer is 
that of soil analysis—the determin»- 
tion of the actual needs of a particular 
soil for the most economic production 
of a given crop. This proven aid tc 
successful farming is becoming mo-e 
of an exact science in the hands of the 
trained soil chemist who interprets the 
results of the tests in view of the past 
history of the field.
